A Different Kind of Jew. 


E find evidence once in a while that there 

are some Jews in America broad-minded 
enough to perceive and appreciate what is a 
very real danger to the Jewish race in this 
country. This is the race cohesiveness which 





makes all the Jews come to the rescue 





of any Jew who raises the howl of race persecution when 
he is made to suffer the just consequences of his own 
evil deeds. 

The editor of The Advocate, Boston’s leading Jewish 
journal, Mr. Meyer Bloomfield, is evidently one of these 
broad-minded Jews, if we may judge from this editorial 
from his periodical: 


SEMITISM FOR REVENUE, 

We have followed with not a little interest and concern the duel be- 
tween the leading theatrical managers of New York, and LIFe’s dra- 
matic critic. As our readers are aware, Mr. Metcalfe has been ex- 
cluded from a number of theatres in that city because of attacks 
against the managers on alleged racial grounds, LIFE has indeed been 
unsparing in pointing out a certain vile commercialism among the 
men in control of the important theatres in that city.

Whatever may have been its motives in the attack 
upon the managers, and we sympathize with any effort that will take the 
stage out of the hands of those who pervert its great opportunities for 
purposes of their own greedy selves, the attempt of the managers to 
set up the familiar cry of ‘‘ anti-semitism” and ‘‘ race prejudice” is 
one that self-respecting Jews will not back up. The Jewish inherit- 
ance is not so cheap that those who bring contempt upon themselves 
for a base misuse of a great power to serve the public in a decent way, 
can dodge behind it and win its protection. Race hatred is contempt- 
ible. It is un-American. So is race hypocrisy. It is quite natural that 
Philip drunk should cry for protection of hisbrethren. Heneeds them 
badly then. We want some assurance that Philip sober cares a little 
for said brethren when perhaps they too are in distress.
